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COVER  SKETCH  —  MEMORIAL  HALL 


Memorial  Hall  was  chosen  as  the  subject  for  this  year’s  cover 
sketch  because  it  is  the  center  of  many  of  the  activities  of  the  town 
and  also  because  of  its  historical  interest. 

The  building  was  erected  in  1874  by  the  Soldiers  Union  and  the 
citizens  of  Oakham  as  a  memorial  to  the  soldiers  who  lost  their  lives 
in  the  Civil  War.  The  initial  cost  of  construction  was  less  than  $5,000 
and  was  shared  equally  by  the  Soldiers  Union  and  the  town. 

The  original  building  consisted  of  a  selectmen’s  room  and  two 
school  rooms  on  the  first  floor  and  a  hall  called  Memorial  Hall  on 
the  second  floor.  This  was  and  still  is  used  for  town  meetings, 
public  events  and  entertainments  of  all  kinds. 

An  addition  to  house  another  school  room  was  built  by  the  town 
in  1951. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  William  A.  Sampson  of  New  Braintree

One  more  dog  was  licensed  this  year  than  last.  In 
order  that  dogs  be  licensed  at  all  times,  owners  are  urged 
to  renew  licenses  as  soon  as  possible  after  March  20.  Old 
licenses  expire  each  year  an  March  31.  Dogs  must  be 
licensed  when  they  become  three  months  old.  On  receipt 
of  the  fee  and  a  stamped  addressed  envelope,  the  clerk 
will  mail  the  new  license  and  tag.  Information  for  writ- 
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ing  the  license  includes  name  of  dog,  breed,  age,  color,  and 
name  of  owner  or  keeper.  This  data  is  not  needed  for 
renewals  as  the  clerk  has  duplicates  from  the  preceding 
year. 

A  person  who  becomes  the  owner  of  a  dog  already 
licensed  for  the  year  within  the  state  should,  within  30 
days  secure  a  transfer  license.  The  charge  is  25  cents. 

The  owner  or  keeper  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  his 
dog  wears  around  its  neck  or  body  a  collar  or  a  harness 
to  which  should  be  attached  the  tag.  The  tag  number  is 
a  help  to  a  person  seeking  to  identify  a  stray  dog  and  re¬ 
turn  it  to  its  owner.  If  a  tag  becomes  lost  or  unusable,  a 
duplicate  may  be  obtained  for  10  cents.

Annual  Town  Meeting 
March  4,  1957 

Votes  on  election  of  officers  and  routine  articles  have 
been  omitted.  See  department  reports  for  appropriations. 
IT  WAS  VOTED 

Article  1 

That  the  annual  reports  of  the  several  town  officers 
be  accepted  as  printed. 

Article  9 

That  the  sum  of  $1,100  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  81  High¬ 
way  Maintenance,  and  that,  in  addition,  the  sum  of 
$12,100  be  transferred  from  unappropriated  available 
funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  fhe  state’s  share  of 
the  cost  of  the  work,  reimbursements  to  be  restored, 
upon  their  receipt,  to  surplus  revenue. 

Article  10 

That  the  sum  of  $1,600  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90  High¬ 
way  Maintenance,  these  funds  to  be  used  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  state  and  county  allotments. 

Article  11 

That  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90  High¬ 
way  Construction,  these  funds  to  be  used  in  con¬ 
junction  with  state  and  county  allotments. 

Article  12 

That  the  sum  of  $600  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
make  certain  improvements  to  Stone  Road. 

Article  16 

That  the  sum  of  $500  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
make  repairs  and  improvements  to  Henry  Wright  Ball 
Park. 

Article  17 

That  the  sum  of  $600  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
paint  the  Town  Clock  and  the  clock  deck. 

Article  18 

That  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  from  the  Over¬ 
lay  Surplus  for  the  purposes  of  a  Reserve  Fund.

That  the  Board  of  Assessors  be  authorized  and  in¬ 
structed  to  take  the  sum  of  $8,000  from  available 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  levy  for  the 
current  year.

That  the  town  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  to  study  the  advisability  of  having  zoning 
regulations  for  the  Town  of  Oakham.  Malcolm  Foss 
presented  the  following  report  which  he  read. 

“Commitiee  Report  on  Zoning''

The  Report 

Planning  is  necessary  in  a  community  to  protect  the 
present  and  future  land  owners.  A  planned  community 
invites  better  homes,  and  businesses  because  of  the  pro¬ 
tection  offered  through  basic  regulations.  Certain  mini¬ 
mum  requirements  are  as  necessary  for  the  protection 
of  our  homes  and  neighborhood  as  are  automobile  regu¬ 
lations  necessary  for  our  protection  on  the  highways. 
Town  planning  and  automobile  regulations  are  similar 
also  in  that  they  do  not  affect  anyone  in  the  least  until 
a  person  jeopardizes  the  well-being  of  others.  A  person 
wanting  to  erect  a  good  home  on  a  large  enough  lot  is 
welcome  everywhere.  Only  persons,  or  businesses  want¬ 
ing  to  build  sub-standard,  or  objectionable  buildings, 
or  planning  improper  use  of  land,  would  be  affected. 

Mr.  Hazeltine  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Commerce  was  in  Oakham  to  discuss  the  problems  of 
our  town.  He  said  that  a  number  of  very  desirable 
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small  businesses  are  always  looking  for  towns  with  no 
competitive  labor  market  and  with  reasonable  taxes. 
In  such  a  town,  housewives,  as  well  as  the  men,  form 
the  basic  work  force  when  work  is  available  without 
excessive  transportation  problems.  Mr.  Hazeltine  said 
that  these  high  paying  industries  refuse  to  consider 
communities  without  protective  regulations. 

Electronic  equipment  assembly  is  one  example  of 
the  kind  of  business  that  consider  the  stable  labor  mar¬ 
ket  and  good  clean  working  conditions  reason  enough 
to  locate  in  an  area  without  the  usual  business  and 
transportation  facilities.  Even  a  business  employing 
twenty  or  thirty  people  would  help  this  town  in  a  num¬ 
ber  of  ways.  Besides  helping  with  the  taxes,  it  would 
allow  enough  men  to  stay  in  town  to  cope  with  fires 
and  other  emergencies,  and  provide  work  without  tra¬ 
veling  long  distances. 

It  would  seem  that  these  ideas  should  be  kept  in 
mind  and  be  given  careful  consideration  when  the  time 
comes  to  vote  on  such  measures. 

At  this  meeting  the  only  step  to  be  considered  is 
the  formation  of  a  planning  board  to  look  into  these 
matters  with  greater  care.” 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  town  vote  to  accept  the 
report,  and  to  instruct  the  selectmen  to  take  the  neces¬ 
sary  action  to  have  a  planning  board  established  in  the 
town.  An  amendment  was  then  offered  that  the  plan¬ 
ning  board  (study  committee)  be  continued  for  another 
year,  and  its  members  increased  from  three  to  five, 
these  five  members  to  be  elected  from  the  floor.  It 
was  voted  to  accept  the  amendment.  The  motion  as 
amended  was  accepted  and  the  following  persons  were 
elected  to  serve  on  the  committee:

LeRoy  C.  Spinney 
Robert  P.  Wile 
Richard  G.  Riley 

Article  24 

That  the  Town  give  the  Board  of  Selectmen  authority 
to  appoint  one  of  its  members  Chief  of  Police,  and  to  set 
the  rate  of  pay  for  said  work. 

Article  25 

That  the  sum  of  $50  be  appropriated  from  the  Ceme¬ 
tery  Sale  of  Lots  Account  for  use  by  the  Cemetery 
Committee  for  providing  new  lots. 
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Total  amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated — $72,601.15, 
which  is  $2,190.08  more  than  was  voted  at  the  annual 
meeting  on  March  5,  1956. 

Seventy-seven  voters  attended  the  meeting.

''A  Progress  Report  of  the  Planning  Board 
Study  Committee" 

The  Planning  Board  Study  Committee,  elected  at  the 
last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  organized  as  follows:

Robert  P.  Wile 
LeRoy  C.  Spinney 
Richard  G.  Riley 

Since  that  time,  several  meetings  have  been  held  to 
study  the  by-law  changes  made  in  the  towns  of  Holden, 
Rutland,  Princeton,  Leicester  and  Paxton.  After  due 
consideration,  the  Committee  decided  to  investigate  the 
Planning  Board  organization  in  Princeton,  since  our 
study  indicated  that  the  by-law  changes  made  in  this 
town  could  be  applied  to  almost  any  small  town  inte¬ 
rested  in  a  planning  board.  We  attended  a  Princeton 
board  meeting,  and  used  this  opportunity  to  clarify  some 
parts  of  their  by-laws  which  we  did  not  understand. 
There  are  two  points  which  this  committee  wishes  to 
emphasize: 

1.  There  are  certain  rules  and  regulations  govern¬ 
ing  the  type  of  dwelling,  and  certain  restrictions  placed 
on  the  use  of  land  in  a  town  which  adopts  a  Planning 
Board  set-up.  However,  any  dwelling  or  land,  which  is 
in  use  before  any  plan  is  adopted  which  does  not  con- 
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form  to  these  regulations,  will  not  be  affected  by  these 
rules. 

2.  If  a  Planning  Board  is  to  be  considered,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  steps  should  be  taken:  (a)  a  special  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  is  held  to  vote  on  the  question;  (b)  if  it  is  voted  to 
have  a  planning  board,  members  are  nominated  at  the 
annual  caucus;  (c)  board  members  are  elected  at  the 
annual  town  election;  (d)  this  committee  recommends 
that  a  discussion  hearing  be  held  before  the  special 
town  meeting. 

We  are  in  favor  of  a  planning  board  being  established 
in  the  town  of  Oakham.  We  believe  that  the  town 
by-laws  should  be  amended  to  include  the  following: 

1.  The  Town  of  Oakham  should  continue  as  a  Resi¬ 
dential-Agricultural  District.  The  citizens  should  have 
the  right,  through  their  Planning  Board  and  its  Board 
of  Appeals,  to  choose  the  type  and  location  of  any  new 
industry  or  business  that  may  come  to  Oakham  at  some 
future  date. 

2.  We  are  in  favor  of  one  single-family  dwelling 
per  lot. 

3.  Advertising  and  display  signs  should  be  regu¬ 
lated  as  to  size,  type  of  illumination  and  location. 

4.  We  favor  a  minimum  lot  size  of  40,000  sq.  ft.  and 
a  minimum  frontage  on  a  street  of  175  feet. 

5.  Each  new  dwelling  should  be  placed  on  a  lot  so 
as  to  provide  adequate  yard  area,  and  not  infringe  on 
the  privacy  of  a  neighbor. 

6.  We  believe  that  nothing  in  these  proposed  by¬ 
law  changes  shall  prevent  the  continuation  of  a  non- 
conforming  use  of  a  structure  or  a  lot  of  land  either 
by  the  present  or  a  subsequent  owner. 

7.  We  believe  that  the  use  of  new  trailer  homes 
and  new  cellar  homes  should  be  regulated. 

In  conclusion,  the  Planning  Board  Study  Committee 
recommends  that  the  Selectmen  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  establish  a  Planning  Board  in  the  Town  of 
Oakham,  the  members  to  be  elected  at  the  next  annual 
town  meeting.” 

It  was  voted  that  the  report  of  the  Planning  Board 
Study  Committee  be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress, 
and  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  take  any  steps 
necessary  to  establish  a  Planning  Board  in  the  Town 
of  Oakham  to  be  elected  at  the  next  annual  town  meet¬ 
ing. 

Article  4 

That  the  gift  of  $80.43  received  from  the  Village  Im- 
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provement  Society  be  accepted  and  that  a  vote  of  thanks 
be  extended  to  the  members  of  the  society.

The  regular  duties  of  town  government  were  carried 
an  as  usual  throughout  the  year.  The  streets  and  highways 
of  the  town  were  maintained  under  the  provisions  of  Chap¬ 
ter  81  and  90  of  the  General  Laws.  Work  done  under 
Chapter  81  consisted  of  general  maintenance  of  all  accepted 
ways  in  the  town  and  was  done  by  the  town’s  highway  de¬ 
partment  and  financed  by  the  town.  Upon  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  work  the  state  reimburses  the  town  in 
the  amount  of  $275  for  each  mile  of  road  maintained, 
leaving  a  net  cost  to  the  town  of  $25  per  mile. 

Maintenance  under  Chapter  90  consisted  of  maintenance 
of  road  surface  and  drainage  of  ways  constructed  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  90  Construction  and  is  also  fin¬ 
anced  by  the  town  with  the  state  and  the  county  each  reim¬ 
bursing  the  tov/n  for  one  third  of  the  cost  of  the  work  done. 

New  highway  construction  during  the  year  included 
completion  of  sections  of  South  and  Spencer  Road  started 
in  1955  and  1956  and  constructing  the  subgrade  of  about 
800  feet  of  South  Road  under  Chapter  90  Construction,  and 
also  the  construction  of  a  section  of  Barre  Road  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  718. 

The  cost  of  work  done  under  Chapter  90  Construction 
is  financed  by  the  town  with  the  state  reimbursing  one  half 
and  the  county  one  quarter  of  the  cost  while  the  state  pro¬ 
vided  all  of  the  funds  for  work  done  under  Chapter  718. 

Work  was  continued  on  Wright  Memorial  ball  field. 
The  subgrade  of  the  field  was  final  graded  and  the  drain¬ 
age  improved  so  that  it  was  possible  to  use  the  field  for 
both  little  league  and  softball  games. 

After  the  end  of  the  softball  season  sufficient  loam  was 
brought  in  to  surface  the  field  and  was  left  until  spring  to 
be  spread  and  seeded. 

The  funds  used  for  this  work  consisted  of  $1,000  appro¬ 
priated  by  the  town  and  $80.43  received  from  the  Village 
Improvement  Society. 
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Fire  Station  During  Construction. 


Fire  Station  at  End  of  Year 
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The  construction  of  a  fire  station  as  provided  for  by  the 
vote  of  the  town  at  a  special  town  meeting  in  1956  was 
started  and  carried  on  during  the  year  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  was  complete  except  for  wiring  and  by  the  end  of  the 
erection  of  the  building  was  done  by  members  of  the  fire 
department  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  construction. 

In  addition  to  the  annual  town  meeting  the  Board  called 
special  town  meetings  on  October  10,  December  27  and 
31st  and  held  a  special  hearing  to  discuss  the  merits  of 
establishing  a  Planning  Board  on  December  10th. 

The  Board  approved  a  total  of  twenty  four  selectmen’s 
warrants  authorizing  the  payment  of  $157,500.42.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  is  a  breakdown  of  these  payments:

The  year  of  1957  brought  with  it  a  very  dry  summer 
which  gave  the  fire  department  a  few  anxious  moments. 
With  prompt  answering  to  duty  and  with  the  aid  of  many 
hands  the  loss  was  confined  to  about  30  acres  of  brush  land. 

Persons  lighting  fires  in  the  town  dump  have  cost  the 
town  more  money  for  fires  than  would  be  spent  under 
planned  burning  by  the  department  and  also  the  inconve¬ 
nience  of  having  men  patrol  the  area  throughout  the  night. 
This  could  be  avoided  by  people  who  use  the  dump  throwing 
refuse  over  the  banking  instead  of  along  the  roadside. 

A  great  deal  of  credit  goes  to  the  women  connected 
with  the  Red  Net  Work  system.  Their  promptness  has 
alerted  firefighters  to  duty  in  amazingly  short  time. 

We  regret  and  miss  the  leadership  of  our  past  Chief 
Leonard  A.  Hardy  who  resigned  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  last  February  due  to  personal  business. 

He  is  however  in  the  department  as  Deputy  Chief.

The  anti-polio  program  begun  in  1956  was  continued  in 
1957.  Two  school  clinics  were  held,  one  on  February  23, 
and  one  on  May  4.  Dr.  Washburn,  school  physician,  ad¬ 
ministered  1  first  shot,  5  second  shots  and  135  third  or 
booster  shots  to  a  total  of  142  children.  Also  17  children 
have  had  vaccine  administered  by  private  physicians. 

All  but  a  very  few  of  our  town  children  have  been 
protected  from  paralytic  polio  by  the  injection  of  Salk  vac¬ 
cine.  The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to 
all  who  helped  at  these  clinics  in  many  capacities  to  make 
them  the  success  we  feel  they  were,  and  urge  any  whose 
children  are  not  fully  protected  to  have  this  done  as  soon 
as  possible.

The  fo'llowing  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  on  roads 
and  streets  in  the  Town  of  Oakham  during  the  year: 

Chapter  81  Maintenance 

Due  to  the  increasing  cost  of  labor,  equipment  and 
materials  it  was  necessary  to  limit  the  work  done  under 
Chapter  81  Maintenance  largely  to  regular  maintenance. 
This  included  cutting  brush,  scraping,  patching,  cleaning 
drains,  re-oiling,  etc. 

Sections  or  Gaffney  Road  and  Lupa  Road  were  surface 
treated  and  some  gravelling  was  done  on  Lupa  Road  and 
Gaffney  Roads. 

Chapter  90  Maintenance 

Work  done  under  Chapter  90  Maintenance  consisted 
of  surface  treatment  of  sections  of  North  Brookfield  and 
Old  Turnpike  Roads,  improvement  of  drainage  on  North 
Brookfield  Road  and  setting  bounds  on  South  Road. 

Chapter  90  Construction 

Construction  under  Chapter  90  cansisted  of  completing 
work  remaining  on  sections  of  South  and  Spencer  Road 
started  in  previous  years  and  placing  fill  on  a  section  of 
South  Road. 


Barre  Road  -  Chapter  71 

A  section  of  Barre  Road  1,600  feet  in  length  was  con¬ 
structed  with  funds  received  from  the  state.  This  section 
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of  road  was  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  standards 
required  for  Chapter  90  Construction. 

Stone  Road 

In  order  to  aid  in  snow  removal  a  section  of  Stone 
Road  was  raised  approximately  four  feet.  The  work  done 
consisted  of  placing  about  700  cubic  yards  of  fill,  gravel¬ 
ling  and  surface  treating.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Oakham: 

This  is  the  fifty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  present 
series  and  my  tenth. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  classroom  teaching  staff. 
Oakham  is  fortunate  to  have  such  a  fine  group  of  teachers. 

Winthrop  Boyd  who  had  been  custodian  for  many  years 
resigned  in  June.  His  influence  with  the  children  was  out¬ 
standing.  He  was  Grandpa  to  all  of  them.  We  all  wish 
him  many  happy  years  of  well  earned  retirement.  Mr. 
William  Wareing  was  elected  to  take  Mr.  Boyd’s  place. 

Several  repairs  were  made  on  the  heating  system.  The 
School  Committee  takes  care  of  this  expense  and  heats  the 
entire  building.  The  Selectmen  meet  the  expense  of 
lights,  telephone  and  repairs  to  the  town  hall. 

The  school  lunch  program  has  been  managed  very  suc¬ 
cessfully  by  Mrs.  Shirley  Wareing.  A  fifteen  foot  refri¬ 
gerator  has  recently  been  ordered  for  her  use. 
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The  Gradates  from  the  school  are  measuring  up  scho¬ 
lastically  in  the  high  schools  they  attend. 

Oakham  School  Committee  has  carefully  weighed  many 
matters  of  importance  during  the  year.  We  have  an  ideal 
school  committee,  which  is  always  thinking  of  the  welfare 
of  the  children. 

The  California  Mental  and  Achievement  Tests  were 
given.  The  results  were  above  the  average  for  these  tests. 
It  is  encouraging  for  pupils,  parents  and  teachers  to  know 
that  their  school  is  maintaining  a  high  standard. 

Each  year  the  pupils  sell  Christmas  cards  and  seeds  so 
that  they  can  purchase  films,  Christmas  seals  and  have  a 
school  membership  in  the  Junior  Red  Cross. 

There  are  twenty-one  students  attending  Wachusett 
Regional  High  School,  seven  at  North  Brookfield  High 
School  and  one  at  Girls’  Trade  High  School  in  Worcester. 
The  tuition  rates  in  these  schools  has  been  raised.  North 
Brookfield  is  now  $290.00  per  year  and  the  other  two  schools 
$450.00  per  year. 

According  to  the  present  law,  Oakham  can  receive  from 
the  State  under  Chapter  70  only  $5,484.73  regardless  of  the 
increased  cost  of  education.  This  should  be  remedied  by 
the  legislature. 

MUSIC  —  Miss  Ruth  S.  Innes, 

Supervisor  of  music  reports: 

The  music  program  of  the  school  encompasses  the  fol¬ 
lowing  activities:  playing  instruments,  listening,  singing, 
music  reading,  rhythms  and  dancing,  and  creative  activities. 

The  program  is  carried  out  by  the  classroom  teachers, 
who  are  assisted  and  visited  weekly. 

Mr.  Richard  H.  Bowden  provides  weekly  instruction 
to  string,  woodwind  and  brass  classes  in  grade  4-8.  Ap¬ 
proximately  fourteen  students  are  in  the  program  —  more 
pupils  will  be  accepted  in  the  near  future. 

ART  —  Mr.  George  N.  Morris, 

Supervisor  of  Art  reports: 

During  the  past  year  and  a  half  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  lay  a  foundation  for  an  approach  to  the  teaching 
of  art  which  coincides  with  the  best  art  education  today. 
In  order  to  help  the  teachers  in  this  respect  a  handbook  has 
been  written  and  provided  for  each  teacher,  which  analyzes 
the  general  aims  of  art  education  and  describes  some  of  the 
possible  art  techniques.  An  art  materials  workshop  course 
has  been  offered.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  increase  pa¬ 
rent  understanding  of  public  school  art  by  offering  to  con- 
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duct  art  programs  for  the  Parent-Teacher  Associations.  An 
exhibit  in  the  schools  is  being  planned  for  the  coming  year. 
Progress  in  art  has  been  more  than  satisfactory  from  a 
supervisor’s  standpoint. 

HEALTH  —  Mrs.  Helen  P.  Olmstead  reports: 

The  following  health  services  were  carried  on  in  the 
Oakham  School  this  past  year  : 

Physical  Examinations  —  There  were  twenty-four  chil¬ 
dren  in  grades  one,  four  and  seven  examined.  Of  this 
number  seven  did  not  pass.  Four  are  known  to  be  under 
treatment. 

Vision  Tests  —  The  inumber  of  children  who  passed  was 
seventy-three.  The  number  who  did  not  pass  was  ten  and 
they  have  received  treatment. 

Hearing  Tests  —  All  the  children  who  were  tested 
passed. 

Clinics  —  Three  immunization  clinics  for  diptheria  and 
tetanus  were  conducted.  A  pre-school  clinic  was  held  for 
the  purpose  of  registering  children  for  the  fall  term,  and 
for  a  conference  with  health  personnel  regarding  the  status 
of  each  child. 

Dental  Health  Program  —  This  program  was  instituted 
in  the  first  three  grades  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health.  Its  purpose  was  to 
find  and  promote  the  correction  of  dental  defects  and  to 
educate  the  children  to  practice  correct  dental  hygiene  pro¬ 
cedures.  The  total  number  of  defects  found  was  sixteen, 
and  the  number  of  known  correction  was  thirteen. 

Other  areas  of  activity  included  the  administration  of 
first  and,  inspection  of  children,  follow  up  visits,  attending 
conferences,  submitting  reports  and  keeping  the  health  rec¬ 
ords. 

Space  in  the  cafeteria  has  been  allocated  so  that  the 
Health  Program  can  be  carried  on  much  more  efficiently.

To  the  Trustees  of  Fobes  Memorial  Librarv: 

The  library  has  250  cards  on  file  and  most  of  these  are 
active. 

There  was  a  total  circulation  of  4531  during  1957,  with 
adult  circulation  of  1183.  In  the  third  grade  through  high 
school  group,  the  circulation  was  2443,  with  one  third  of 
this  total  being  non-fiction.  Pre-school  and  first  and  second 
grades  showed  a  total  of  905.  These  figures  include  re¬ 
newals,  and  also,  books  loaned  to  the  library  which  had  a 
circulation  of  85. 

Magazine  circulation  for  the  year  added  up  to  647 
readers  in  addition  to  those  who  read  the  publications  in 
the  reading  room.  Mr.  A.  L.  Gifford  sent  his  annual  gift 
subscription  to  Reader’s  Digest. 

Accession  records  show  a  total  of  122  adult  books  with 
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86  purchases  and  36  gifts.  Juvenile  books  accessioned  were 
76  purchases  and  54  gifts,  a  total  of  130.  The  gifts  from 
townspeople  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 

In  addition  to  popular  fiction,  biography,  history  and 
special  subjects,  the  library  purchased  the  1957  edition  of 
Encyclopedia  Britannica  Junior.  Other  outstanding  books 
were.  Life’s  World’s  Great  Religions,  American  Heritage’s 
Great  Historic  Places,  Eliot’s  Three  Hundred  Years  of  Ame¬ 
rican  Painting,  Steichen’s  Family  of  Man  and  three  volumes 
of  Churchill’s  History  of  the  English-^Speaking  Peoples. 

Mrs.  Philip  Dwelley  and  Miss  Joan  Butler  read  to  the 
children  who  attended  the  story  hour  held  for  six  consecu¬ 
tive  weeks  during  the  summer.  A  total  of  28  attended,  the 
majority  being  pre-school  and  first  grade  children.  At  the 
final  meeting  ice  cream  and  cookies  were  served. 

Students  were  encouraged  to  qualify  for  reading  certi¬ 
ficates  by  lists  suggesting  books  on  our  shelves  and  a  group 
of  borrowed  books.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
and  direct  the  Assessors  to  take  the  sum  of  $8,000  or  any 
other  amount  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  for  the 
purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  levy  for  the  current  year,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  any 
trust  funds  which  may  be  left  for  the  care  of  the  cemeteries 
or  any  other  purposes. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
police  department  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41, 
Section  97  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  authority  to  appoint  one  of  its  members 
Chief  of  Police,  and  to  set  the  rate  of  pay  for  said  work,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
Town  way  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  82, 
Section  22  of  the  General  Laws,  that  certain  alteration  or 
relocation  of  Robinson  road  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  author¬ 
ize  the  Selectmen  to  take  any  land  within  said  way  by  emi¬ 
nent  domain  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  for  land  damages  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 
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Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Tow,n  will  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  the  sum  of  $500  to  be  used  to  make  improvements 
to  Lupa  Road  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  town, 
seven  days  at  least  before  time  of  holding  said  meeting.
